NAMES OF MEN INDICTED 
IN COUNTY KEPT SECRET 
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By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch, 

TIPTON, Mo., Sept. 6—It has been 
established by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that the skeleton found in a hogpen 50 
yards from the much-traveled St. Louis 
and Kansas City road, two and one-half 
miles east of Tipton, was that of the 
woman who registered at the City Ho- 
teil, June i, as Miss Nettie Snyder of 
Smithton, Mo. But the mystery of who 
Nettie Snyder was may never be solved. 

All the circumstances indicate that 
she did not commit suicide. It is proba- 
ble that she crawled into the partially 
covered pigpen to find shelter and lay 
ihere until she starved to death. 

The woman was cared for a month at 
the farmhouse of Jamgs E. Seal, one 
mile north of Syracuse, which is six 

' miles west of Tipton. On the morning 
of June 4 he drove her to Tipton and 
left her at the hotel. There she remained 
for two days, refusing to eat anything 
except two bananas. She was turned

The first persons to reach the buggy 
found Dr. Glasgo unconscious. Two 
physicians examined him and found two 
bullet wounds, one in the left temple 
and one in the back of the skull on the 
left side. The injured man was placed 
in an ambulance, where he died before 
he could be taken to an emergeucy hos- 
pital. 

Mrs. Glasgo also appeared to be suf- 
fering considerably, but, when the phy- 
siclan sassured her she was not seri- 
ously injured, her attorney got into the 
buggy and drove with her to the home 
of one of her brothers. 

Dr. Glasgo could not have inflicted 
the wounds from which he died, accord- 
ing to the statement of Drs. J. C. Gif- 
ford and H. G. Hollingsworth. How- 
ever, powder burns on his clothing in- 
dicated that the revolver had been held 
near him. There were no powder stains 
of Mrs. Glasgo’s clothing. Whether she 
shot herself accidentally in a probable 
struggle with her husband or whether 
she attempted to cémmit suicide are 
questions upon which the physicians dif- 
fer.

His wife, formerly Miss 
Neva Landrum, a Kentucky girl and 
relative of Col. “Tom” Landrum, then 
proprietor of the Planters, finally sued 
him for divorce, simply stating that 
they had not lived together for several 
years. She recently obtained a decree 
in the Lawrence County Circuit Court 
at Mount Vernon, Mo. 

Mrs. J. E. Clifford, a sister of Mrs. 
O’Cennor, was the only witness to the 
ceremony, which was performed by a 
Justice of the Peace in New York. Sev- 
eral of Orthwelfi's family were in Bos- 
ton, only five hours away, but they did 
not attend. 

The couple have just returned to St. 
Louls, and are living with Mrs. Clif- 
ford at 419A North Euclid avenue, in a 
single flat. 

“Yes, we are married, and are very 
happy, but I don’t want to be inter- 
viewed, about it,”” Mrs. Orthwein said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, smiling.

Man and Woman Taken From 
Water North of Musca- 
tine, lo. 





By Long Distance Telephone to the 
Post-Dispatch, 
MUSCATINE, Io., Sept. 6.—The bodies 


of a man and a woman were found 


floating in the river near here yesterday 
and the conditions were such, it 
thought, to be a case of murder and 
suicide. 

The man’s arms were clasped tightly 
about the woman’s waist and the hands 
were locked behind as if he had grasped 


his victim and jumped into the river 
with her. 

Nothing was found on either body 
that would lead to identification. The 
“woman was apparently about 28 years 
old. She was of heavy build and some- 
what gprepossessing. Her clothes were 
of good material and well made. She 
wore a dark skirt, a white silk waist, 
low shoes and an up-to-date hat. The 
man was about 35 years old and poorly 
dressed. It is thought he may have 
been a tramp or day laborer. 

No report has been reecived here as 
to anyone being missing and the bodies 
will be held here for a few days in the 
hope that someone will identify them. 
The inquest was held this morning and 
adjeurned after the known facts were 
told. 

The bodies were first seen about five 
miles north of this city yesterday after- 
noon. They were floating down the riv- 
er past an island frequented by picnic 
parties. Some of the merrymakers saw 
them and Charles Bernard and Thomas 
Hocke rowed out in a skiff and brought 
them to shore. The body of the woman 
was entirely submerged, but that ‘of the 
man was partly above water. The back 
of his shirt was dry, as if he and his 
victim had been in the water for some 
time and the sun had dried his ex- 
posed clothing. 

When brought to shore the man’s 
hands were so firmly gripped around 
the woman it required much effort to 
unclasp them. The bodies were brought 
to Muscatine and turned over to the 
Coroner. 

The theory is advanced that the pair 
were accidentally drowned from a boat 
or fell into the river. A suicide pact 
has been suggested, but as no one knows 
anything about the tragedy all the- 
ories are worthless.

Mrs. Pepper-Vanderbilt Inclin- 
ed to Accept Lawyer’s 
Challenge. 








RUT JUDGE STOPS HER 


Central Figure in Spook-Lu- 
nacy Case Relates “Bright 
Eyes’” History. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 6.—"I call upon 
you to produce the spirit ‘Bright Eyes’ 
here and now in this courtroom. Can 
you and will you?’ 

This was the challenge hurled at Mrs. 
Pepper-Vanderbilt in Brooklyn's famous 
spook case. 

‘I don’t know,’’ she calmly answered. 
‘I might try. This is hardly the place 
for a demonstration. But’’—— 

The question and answer were the 
climax of the day's session of the 
lunacy proceedings by which Edward 
W. Vanderbilt's daughter, Minerva, 
seeks to have him adjudged incompe- 
tent to manage his large property, over 
which she alleges Mrs. Pepper-Vander- 
bilt has gained undue control by means 


of the -<‘spirit communications’ of 
“Bright Eyes.’ It was the medium’s 
first appearance before the commission. 

As she made answer Mrs. Pepper- 
Vanderbilt glanced about her as if pon- 
dering whether conditions in the court- 
room were favorable for a seance. Then 
came a volley of objections from Van- 
derbilt’s counsel. Commissioner Ketch- 
am sustained the ——— 

‘Can you and will you give us a 
message from the departed Mrs. Van- 
derbilt?’’ Lawyer Rosenberg continued. 


" She Did Not Know. 

The witness, with eyes half closed, 
fixed her gaze upon the young lawyer 
for a few seconds. Every one in the 
courtroom leaned forward expectantly. 

“Tl don’t know,” she replied in a low 
tone, “‘whether I could or not.”’ 


There was a dead silence in the court- 
room. A window shade snapped up 
with a loud bang. Many of the spec- 
tators and some of the jurymen jumped 
a little, but not a lash quivered on the 
lids of the woman’s pale gray eyes. The 
commissioners stopped cdunsel’s en- 
deavor to secure an exhibition of Mrs. 
Pepper-Vanderbilt’s ‘‘spirit control,”’ 
saying no proper foundation had been 
laid for such evidence. 

Mrs. Pepper came to the courtroom 
accompanied by Fred of of Wake- 
field, Mass., and his sister. ibby is the 
young architect who has been men- 
tioned in the case as an intimate 
friend of Mrs. Pepper-Vanderbilt. Mr. 
Vanderbilt was with them. 

“IT came here unsolicited to aid my 
husband,’ said the medium. ‘I was 
not forced to come, and I am certainly 
not afraid.”’ 

Mrs. Vanderbilt, who is tall and stout, 
wore a tightly a black dress and 
black gloves. Her features and eye- 
lids are heavy. 

Had te Confer About Her. 

Lawyers Roseberg and Arnstein, rep- 
resenting the petitioner, did not know 
just what to do with Mr. Vanderbilt's 


‘“‘spirit-controlied”’ wife, and they asked 
for an early adjournment, frankly stat- 
ing they wanted to hold a council of 
war. 

Lawyers Griffing and Sturgis for Mr. 


Vanderbilt, did not call the medium so 
Mr. Rosenberg was compelled to sum- 
mon her as his own witness, which 
limited him to direct questions, al- 
though he was most anxious to cross- 
examine. 

Mrs. Pepper-Vanderbilt told the story 
of her life up to the time of her mar- 
riage to Mr. Pepper, when she was 17 
years old. She is 40 now, she testi- 
fied. Her occupation she gave as pastor 
of the First Spiritualist Church, Brook- 
lyn. 

The “Bright Eyes’’ 
by Vanderbilt to her, were exhibited, 
also some phonography. She said they 
were stolen from her desk by persons 
who broke into her house one Sunday 
evening. ‘An influence,"’ Mrs. Pepper- 
Vanderbilt said, warned her of the rob- 
bery while she was conducting services 
at the spiritualist church.

Afterwards they told me 
that a spirit had talked through me, 
saying that her name was ‘Bright Eyes.’ 
I knew nothing of what I had said while 
I was unconscious. I don’t know what 
happens when ‘Bright Eyes’ is in pos- | 
session of me. I don't know whether | 
she is the same Mrs. Williams’ Bright | 
Eyes or not.”’ . 

“Do you remember telephoning as | 
‘Bright Eyes’ to Mr. Vanderbilt?’ was | 
asked. 

“t do not. Persons in the room with | 
me at the time said that my voice al- 
tered. I may have becom@ unconscious, 
but I never realize those trances. I 
have telephoned as ‘Bright Eyes’ to a 
number of people, so I have been told. 
1 know I was under control, becatise 
afterward they told me I had informed 
them about affairs of which I, ae my- 
self, knew nothing. If something hap- 
pened to any one, and they felt badly 
they could call me up and talk to 
‘Bright Eyes.’ ”

Father’s Property, in His 
Charge, Administered Only 
for Family. 


The theory that Miss Sallie Taylor, a 
trained nurse, 45 years old, became in- 
sane through love of the lute Howard 
A. Blossom is termed “‘preposterous’’ by 
Henry M. Blossom, his uncle, dean of 
the fire insurance business in St. Louis. 


While he was averse to discussing the 
startling rumors which have come from 
New York, where Miss Taylor is in 
Bellevue Hospital for mental treat- 
ment, Mr. Blo.eom said Friday that 
Howard Blossom, until the hour of his 
death, lived with his wife and child at 
$29 Union avenue, that Mrs. Blossom is 
still at the family home there and that 
their domestic relations were ideal. 

“That Miss Taylor may have been 
shocked by the unexpected death of 
my nephew may well be true," he said 
Fridav. “That she was greatly fatigued 
and distraught by the quick trip from 
New Yor.., and by the extreme heat of 
the day on which she attended the fu- 
neral, is conceivable. But that love had 
anything to do with the unsettling of 
her mind seems to be to be a forced and 
unwarranted conclusion. 

“So far as I know, Miss Taylor never 
attended my nephew when he was ill. 
She was the companion of his mother, 
Mrs. Laura Blossom, widow of my 
brother, Dwight Blossom, who died in 
1903. 

Strike Delayed Message. 

“So firmly convinced was I that the 
trip to St. Louis to attend the funeral 
would have a bad effect upon Mrs. 
Blossom and Miss Taylor that I tele- 
graphed to New York, advising that 
they should not come.”’ 

Conditions caused by the telegraphers’ 
strike delayed Mr. Blossom’s message. 
So anxious was the family to break the 
news gently to Howard Blossom’s moth- 
er that, though the death occurred Sat- 
urday morning, it was not announced 
until Monday. Members of the family 
said this was becat§e they wanted to 
communicate the news to Mrs. Blossom 
themselves, and did not want the news 
to reach her through indirect channels. 
They feared the effect of a sudden 
shock on her nerves. 

That Miss Taylor showed signs of 
mental derangement immediately after 
she heard of Howard Blossom’s death 
is not denied by members of the family. 
A statement to that effect has been 
given out by Olin D. Gray of New York. 
His wife is a niece of Mrs. Dwight 
Blossom, and at her country home Mrs. 
Blossom and* Miss Taylor have been 
staying. 

It was Mr. Gray who had Miss Tay- 
lor removed to Bellevue after she had 
shown signs of eccentricity at the funer- 
ai and in a Pullman car on her way 
back to the Fast. 

Was Wife's Friend. 


Members of the family here say they 
believe Mr. Gray's statement has been 
distorted and that he did not mean to 
convey the idea that Miss Taylor's 
‘love’ for Howard Blossom caused the 
dethronement of her reason. They think 
that what he meant was that, through 
her association with Mr. Blossom at his 
own home and in the presence of his im- 
mediate family, she learned to admire 
him for his lovable traits of character, 
his generosity and friendliness to all 
with whom he came in contact. Miss 
Taylor and Mrs. Howard Blossom, they 
suy, were on the most friendly terms. 
Mrs. Howard Blossom, at her home, 
sent down this message Friday: 
“IT am denying myself to all callers. 
This notoriety has no basis in fact. It 
has made me ill, and I can see no one.”’

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DISAPPOINTMENT AT THE WEST END. 

The statesmen of the West End Business Men’s

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VARDAMAN AND THE UNWRITTEN LAW. 

In no spirit of unkindness and with a realiza- 
tion of the proprieties of the case, Gov. Varda- 
man of Mississippi may well be asked if, in view 
of recent events in that State, his opinion of the 
wisdom of an unwritten law has not undergone a 
change. 

Most of the advocates of that method of set- 
tling controversies and avenging wrongs are not 
those who have stood in the presence of dead or 
dying kinsmen. They have not seen the heart- 
broken widows and. weeping children. They have 
known nothing of the sorrow and the shame and 
the remorse of it. 

Comparatively easy as it may be in thoughtless 
moments, when far removed from the possibility 
of such tragedies, to prescribe death for others, 
things have a different aspect when the beating 
of the death angel’s wings are heard in one’s own 
circle and when honored age and buoyant youth 
go down in blood together, both of them awful 
sacrifices to revenge and an exaggerated sense 
of honor. 

It is a fearful thing to take human life for any 
cause, but it fg never more terrible and deplorable 
than when it is done in private feud. Vendettas 
such as this eam have no logical end, except the 
extermination of the families concerned in them. 
They leave no memories save those of hate, 
anguish and woe. 

Gov. Vardaman’s immediate relatives ~ have 
suffered greatly from this false and murderous 
method of settling disputes. He has stood at the 
gory biers of more than one of them. He has felt 
the grief and the humiliation and the futility of 
it all. He and his kinsmen are entitled to the 
keenest sympathy. 

But what weighty words in condemnation of 
this most barbarous code might fall from him 
now if he would speak! 
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There are certain indications that Judge Landis’ 
court is in contempt of the Attorney-General of 
the United States. 
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LEARNING DOG LAW FROM ARIZONA. 
New Yorkers have recently questioned the right 
of anyone in the city to keep a dog. The same 
query has been raised in St. Louis. [t is an im- 
portant issue in all populous communities. Con- 
siderable progress has been made toward the re- 
finement of dogs, but it seems impossible to breed 
out of them the old habits of barking at night 
and going mad along about the ides of August. 
As usual, while the East and the Middle West 
are talking of doing something about it, the far 
West is acting in that quiet and effective manner 
characteristic of the country anywhere beyond 
Topeka.

O, I know now that 
I love my husband. When he left the 
house Tuesday I had no idea that he 
was intending anything rash. He kissed 
me good-by, and said he was going to 
Middleton to see our daughter, Fannie, 
who is visiting there. 

‘Monday night he had been restiess, 
however. He made strange sounds in 
his sleep, and when I shook him and 
asked him what was the matter he said 
his brain was a!l] in a whirl.”’ 


Were Married 12 Years Ago. 

Miller and his wife were married 
years ago. She is a handsome bru- 
nette. They have two little sons and a 
12-year-old daughter. Joe Littleler for- 
merly had a wife in Franklin, but would 
not Hive with her. He sent her to her 
home in Cedarville, O. He went to 
work for Miller and roomed and board- 
ed at the Miller home. 

One evening last July Miller was 
struck on the head with a brick while 
he was passing a dark corner on his 
way home. His skull was fractured, 
and his wife said today that he has had 
flighty spells ever since. 

Littleler was suspected by Miiler, but 
no motive could then be shown. When 
lLittieler enticed Mrs. Miller away to 
Springfield Aug. 8 and lived with her 
there, Miller deétermined to place the 
charge of assault with intent to Al?! 
against him. Miller went to Springfield 
with officers and met Littleler with Mrs. 
Miller. Both men carried revolvers, but 
the presence of officers prevented 
trouble. 

Littleler was lodged in the police sta- 
tion in Franklin Monday night. Miller 
and his wife made up and were appar- 
ently getting along well.

Local wheat was quite streng late 
in Friday's session and closed ic to 
1¥%c higher for the day. 

Liverpool cables closed %d to 1%d 
higher en spot wheat and 4d to %d 
higher on the futures. Antwerp wheat 
closed l%c to 3%c higher, Berlin wheat 
%c higher and Budapest wheat %c low- 
er. Argentine shipments of wheat were 
645,000 bu, against 400,000 bu last week 
and 824,000 bu a year ago. The Argen- 
tine wheat market is firm and the de- 
mand inactive. Arrivals from the in- 
terior are very light and the quality 
satisfactery. 

The local market was broad and very 
nerveus tday, and was sensitive to any 
large orders on either side. The under- 
tone on the whole was firm, and at 
times heavy offerings were reasonably 


_ well absorbed. The opening was weak, 


mainly on the lower offerings at other 
markets and the heavy movement and 
still increasing stocks. Prices fluctu- 
ated nervously at somewhat easier lev- 
els for awhile, but towards the middle 
of the session advanced sha~ply on the 
reports of a strong export demand. Ac- 
ceptances from all Continental points, 
Berlin, Antwerp, Hamburg, Marseilles 
and also frem the United Kingdom were 
very liberal, and a-very large business 
was done. The New York market was 
very strong on this feature, which also 
created a firm tone in practically all the 
markets of the country. One house 
alone is said to have worked 60 loads 
today, and the total amount worked 
estimated at 150 loads. Chicago and 
Kansas City also did a large exvort 
business, and foreign damuge reports 
were again received. 

This, with reports of spotted and in- 
ferior wheat being received in the 
Northwest and Canada and that _ scat- 
tered rains are again general and are 
delaying harvesting and damaging 
whéat, caused a sharp upturn.

May 
wheat opened %c lower at 101%c, and

The late trading was rather quiet, and 
prices moved up an additional fraction. 
Trading late in the day was light and 
prices slow, and values were sustained 
near the high levels. December wheat 
advanced to 97%c, declined to 97%c, fluc- 
tuated between 97%c and 975¢c and closed 
with bids at 97%@97%c. May wheat ad- 
vanced steadily to $1.04, and closed at 
$1.03%.@1.03% sellers. 

There was a good demand for cash 
wheat and prices were strong. Lovcai 
receipts of wheat were 99,607 bu, against 

2,995 bu last year, and shipments were 
61, 775 bu. Chicago receipts of wheat 
were 210, 265 bu, against 84,000 bu iast 
year, and shipments were 72,732 bu. 
Clearances of wheat and flour for the 
week were 2,923,000 bu, and today’s clear- 
ances were 436,000 bu. 

Corn was quiei. There was some 
speculative aad ing at the opening, based 
mainly on the lower opening at Chicago, 
but it was mostly long liquidation and 
was soon exhausted. A fair demand ap- 
peared later on reports that farmers ere 
selling very little wheat, the movement 
from some sections being already ¢x- 
hausted, and farmers in many sections 
are said to be storing large quantities 
of corn away. Some very discouraging 
reports as to the condition and prob- 
able yield of corn were alse received 
and prices rose a fraction. Trading was 
light, hewever, and the interest on '.«.h 
sides apparently small.

a shining example of good citizenship. a 
porphyry pillar in the temple of home. 
Corey at least had the courage of his 
brutality. He was tired of one woman 
and wanted another and he took her on 
terms she was.able to dictate. He did 
not attempt to justify the proceeding, 
but simply arranged the matter legally, 
as his money enabled him to do—took a 
certain amount of criticism stoically 
and had his way. 

Makes Corey’s Conduct Decent. 

Ferdinand Pinney Earle makes the 
cold-blooded Corey conduct seem by 
comparison fairly decent. For the latter 
takes a coward’s refuge behind high- 
flown phrases and queer beliefs for the 
simple primitive polygamy quite popu- 
lar at the beginning of the race and ex- 
periencing a dangerous revival now. 


In old days criminals or men’ pursued 
by their enemies fled to the churches, 
claiming sanctuary, and none dared to 
penetrate the sacred precincts to take 
them.
